Decision 


I. The Emoire will forcibly refuse ond excluce any intervention 
or vressure oy America, or Durovenn Powerr, or the Leasue of Notions 
in connection with tre Sino-Jrnornese Incident out will accept veace- 
rocommending arvitretion after it hes acnieved the objeat of its mili- 
tery movements arainst China. 


II. This orincivle, toon veiuz confirmed efter deliterrticn dy th 
three dep -rtments of the wavy, army and Foreign Affairs, snell be sent 
to the necessrry envoys in foreign countries with orders to act in 
accordence ‘ith it. 

As for G-zR“ANY and ITALY, wo will inform them of this decision 
at an aporopriate time end reauire them to sugoort our assertion. 


The Main Pointe of Our Reasons. 


I. The cooperstion of England ana Auericn end the weeting of the 
signatory powers or the Sine-Fower Yroety -- ell these recently incrersing 
signe show thit the powers and the Lenrue of Nations may interfere or 


arbitrate in the Sino-Jeav-nese Incident. 
Such interference end arvitration before we eccomolish tie purpose 

of our military movement will never moxe ChINA feel cuntrition. Lore- 

Over, we ourselves will forcibly orevont and reject them if ther are 

not imprrtiel peece-recomzending crbitration /orcacsels/ even efter ~o 

have accomvlished the ovrvose of our silitary covement because this 

would be .nrowing awey the rerults cf cll our orevious efforts. But we 

find no reason for rejectizg just, peace-recommonding arbitration es it 

mey facilitate negotiation between JAPA and CHINA. Therefore, if such 

ceuntries as GaRcArY and ISALY, thoueh they are not so osowerful sa TiGLAND 

end AMERICA, should coue forwrd es erbditretors rt the request cf ChiNa, 

we are sure it woulc be the better on account of their svceciel relitions 

with us. 


Ii. Though this princivle is gencrally eccepted by all people, it 
is not vet decided upen as the national attitude. Therefore it snovld 
be negotiated among the threo Copartments cf War, Navy enc. rcoreign Affairs 
anc become the foundetion of the diolom:tic messures of the country. Sut 
we snould be crreful not to oublisa it too hastily, nor tu spexk of: it 
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
